COUNCILLORS have unanimous¬ 
ly rejected plans for Kent 
International Gateway (KIG) 
freight depot near Bearsted. 

About 1,000 people packed into a warehouse 
at Maidstone Studios on Thursday evening to 
hear Maidstone council’s planning committee 
come to a decision on proposals for a giant 
road-rail freight interchange. 

After listening to residents, officers and MPs 
slam the plans for a 285-acre depot on open 
countryside between Bearsted and 
Hollingboume during a heated four-and-a-half 
hour meeting, the councillors voted unani¬ 
mously against KIG on all 18 grounds. 

The depot was condemned for the effects it 
would have on the countryside, wildlife, traffic, 
pollution and archaeological heritage. 

It was also seen as hindering the council’s 
plans and ambitions for the future develop¬ 
ment of Maidstone. 

Another key point was that the planning 
committee felt the evidence given during the 
meeting by Neil Henderson, a representative 
for applicant AXA Real Estate, did “not meet 
fundamental requirements for a strategic rail 
interchange”. 

The applicant had originally said KIG would 
attract 15 to 19 trains per day, but research 
carried out by experts appointed by the coun¬ 
cil showed it would only attract two to three 
trains and 6,000 vehicles per day. 

Therefore the council felt the applicant’s 
main argument that KIG would help stop cli¬ 
mate change by reducing road freight did not

Crematorium 
technician is a 
job to die for

IT’S up for grabs — but is 
this Britain’s most macabre 
job? 

Vinters Park Crematorium in 
Maidstone is looking for a £15,000-a- 
year cremation technician and 
chapel attendant, who can organise 
services and cremate corpses. 

The 37-hour-a-week position might 
be thought of as creepy, but others 
say it’s a massively fulfilling role for 
someone with the right qualities. 

Tim Jefferson, Maidstone council’s 
environmental facilities manager, 
said the new recruit would be joining 
a team of two other technicians. 

He said: “These aren’t macabre 
people who are depressed or creepy 
They are mature, and that doesn’t 
mean to say they are mature in age. 

“They are very open and customer¬ 
facing people because they have to 
deal with the clergy, bereaved fami¬ 
lies and funeral directors. 

“They work best behind the scenes, 


making sure that the funeral and 
cremation go to plan. They have to 
have an understanding and empa¬ 
thy, and a real pride in what they do.” 

The council claims the right person 
will “provide a sympathetic service to 
mourners and a support service.” 

The advert also gives assurance 
that the successful candidate will be 
given full training. 

Mr Jefferson added: “The chapel 
attendant will ensure the chapel and 
its surrounding areas are prepared 
in readiness for the funeral service. 

“When there is music played, the 
chapel attendant will be responsible 
for that, whether it’s classical music 
or hip hop. 

“After the service they will prepare 
for the cremation, instructing the 
other cremation technicians that the 
coffin can be taken to the crematory.” 

The role includes training on cre¬ 
mation and applicants will also be 
expected to scatter and bury ashes.

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Sub-human? Comedian 
has a change of heart 


A STAND-UP comic who once 
labelled the people of Maidstone 
as “sub-human” has had a 
change of heart after a string of 
successful performances in the 
county town. 

National newspaper The Independent dug 
up a comment made by comedian Mark 
Watson at the start of his career for a feature 
on up-and-coming comedy stars on Monday. 

Mr Watson, 29, who is currently starring in 
TV adverts for Magners Pear Cider, said 
about the nightmare show: “I had a gig in 
Maidstone, Kent, veiy early on. 

‘The venue doesn’t exist anymore - hope¬ 
fully it burnt down. One doesn’t like to gener¬ 
alise but, well, they were sub-human.” 

The Radio 4 comedian has also been 
recorded slamming the county town in the 
past, saying: “Everyone always seems to be 
really drunk and violent there.” 

But since he made the comments the comic 
has had a change of heart and has performed 
several successful gigs in the town, including 
one at the Hazlitt Arts Centre in January 
this year, with his All The Thoughts I’ve Had 
Since I Was Bom tour. 

Victoria Lepper, of Mr Watson’s representa¬ 
tives Karushi Management, said: “This was a 
quote taken from very early on in Mark’s 
career and after this first difficult gig. He’s 
since performed to some great crowds in 
Maidstone.” 

Cllr Brian Moss, Maidstone council’s cabi- 
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net member for leisure and culture, said: 
‘We’re not surprised he likes us now. He 
played to a packed audience last time he 
came to Maidstone. 

“The Hazlitt Arts Centre is a great venue 
for comedy and lots of comedians like per¬ 
forming there. Marcus Brigstocke will be 
appearing next season.” 

Mr Watson’s comments were not the only 
time the town has been slated a comedian. 

Camp comic and presenter of Channel 4’s 
Friday Night Project, Alan Carr, called 
Maidstone “retarded” and full of “homopho¬ 
bic narrow-minded morons” and “racists” last 
year. 

His comments annoyed MP Ann 
Widdecombe, who said he was talking “com¬ 
plete rot”. 

Maidstone’s Up the Creek Comedy Club 
shut more than a year ago, but the county 
town still has the Kings of Comedy weekly 
club above Flaming Hemy’s restaurant in 
the High Street. 

Owner Ilhan Nurhakli, said: We have a 
show here eveiy Friday night, and we have 
had never had two comedians the same and 
eveiy time there is a different reaction. 

“People in Maidstone are open to all differ¬ 
ent comedy topics so maybe the acts weren’t 
funny or put across that well, which isn’t the 
crowd’s fault, so comedians shouldn’t be 
attacking Maidstone.”

stand up to scrutiny. The panel said 
KIG would significantly harm the 
countryside and Maidstone resi¬ 
dents through its 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week operation. 

Mid Kent and Faversham MP 
Hugh Robertson applauded the 
council decision, but warned: ‘We 
have only won the first battle of 
what will be a long war and we are 
going to need to keep the pressure 
on for months.” 

Ray Carey, 79, who lives in 
Bearsted with his wife Eileen, said: 
“We have had to put up with so 
much - the M20 put through our 
village, then the rail link and now 
this - when will it end? The minis¬ 
ter needs to listen to what the 
council says and what people want, 
she just has to.” 

Earlier this year AXA Real 
Estate successfully appealed to go 
straight to a public inquiry, argu¬ 
ing Maidstone council was taking 
too long to reach its decision. But 
the authority was still required to 
hold a planning meeting to decide 
how it would have ruled. 

This decision will be taken into 
account at the public inquiry, due 
to start on October 15 at a venue 
yet to be decided. 

Communities and Local 
Government Minister Hazel 
Blears will then make the final 
decision. 


NEW safety cameras could be 
installed along a stretch of the M20 
in a bid to reduce the number of acci¬ 
dents. 

It forms part of a proposal by the 
Highways Agency which would also 
see the introduction of variable speed 
limits. 

But the proposals - on which 
motorists have three months to put 
their views across - are likely to 
upset those who claim cameras are 
installed purely to generate income 
from fines. 

The scheme is similar to the one 
already in force which varies the 
speed limits on the busy stretch of 
the M25 around Heathrow. 

It is suggested the new traffic 
scheme would be introduced 
between junctions four and seven of 
the M20 - the West Mailing turn-off 
to the A249 turn-off at Maidstone. 
Variable limits would be introduced 
during peak times or after accidents. 

The measure was introduced on 


the M25 in 1995 and led to a ten per 
cent drop in accidents and improved 
journey times throughout the affect¬ 
ed stretch. 

The multi-million-pound system 
allows the Highways Agency to man¬ 
age traffic flow by slowing traffic or 
closing lanes after an accident. 

“It uses sensors in the road surface 
to detect the volume of traffic, the 
speed it is traveling at and how it is 
flowing. 

It calculates the optimum speed to 
keep everyone moving and reduce 
the stop-start pattern which causes 
tailbacks. 

More than a dozen overhead 
gantries would be built to display the 
limit electronically, with the reverse 
of the gantries including speed cam¬ 
eras to record anyone breaking either 
the variable or national speed limit.

DRUG smugglers who used high¬ 
speed dinghies to transport large 
quantities of cocaine across the 
Channel have been jailed for a 
total of 54 years. 

The gang of five men - including two from 
Larkfield - were arrested after a member of 
the public spotted a ‘military-like operation’ on 
a beach at Hythe, in March last year. 

It involved the transfer of several black 
holdalls from a boat to a waiting vehicle, which 
was then driven away at high speed. 

All five men were sentenced at Maidstone 
Crown Court on Thursday. 

Det Sgt John McDermott said: “This is a 
very satisfying conclusion to what has been an 
intensive, meticulous and lengthy investiga¬ 
tion across Kent, London and France. 

“Significantly, the five men sentenced were 
part of an organised crime group that was 
probably one of the most prolific gangs 
involved in this type of criminality. 

“This sentence sends a clear message to any¬ 
one involved in this type of crime. We are 
determined to prosecute offenders and strip 
them of their assets.” 

Police identified Nicolas Chappell, 47, from 
Larkfield, as the ring-leader of the gang, and 
he was sentenced to 18 years in prison after 
pleading guilty to conspiring to supply con¬ 


trolled drugs and money-laundering. 

Brothers Neil, 33, and Jamie Hackett, 25, 
both from Bexleyheath, will spend 11 and nine 
years behind bars respectively. They too had 
pleaded guilty to the charges. 

David Manser, 26, from Larkfield, and 
Giedrius Kavaliauskas, 28, from West Sussex, 
were both found guilty and both received 
eight-year sentences. 

A sixth man, Paul Proud, 47, from London, 
was acquitted. 

The investigation began in September, 2007, 
when a member of the public spotted them 
taking packages from a boat at Hythe. 

Officers later caught the men loading the 
vessel into a van. They claimed to have been 


fishing despite having no equipment. 

After the second operation the following 
March, police searched Chappell’s home and 
found high-grade cocaine with a street value of 
more than £70,000 as well as a large amount 
of cash, the inflatable boat and various items 
of sea equipment. More was found at the home 
and business premises of Neil Hackett. 

Judge David Griffiths-Jones, sentencing, 
said: “This was a well-planned and drilled 
operation using high-powered inflatable boats 
to travel to France in what was an organised 
commercial enterprise involving substantial 
quantities of cocaine. 

“Those involved in this enterprise sought to 
make huge profits from human misery.”

Laser hair removal 



A COUPLE found dead at their 
home on Christmas Day had 
inhaled lethal carbon monoxide 
fumes from a gas cooker, an 
inquest heard. 

David Roots, 55, and Zocika O’Kelly, 53, 
were found in the bedroom of the terraced 
house they shared in Eccles, near Aylesford, 
on December 25 last year. She was on the 
bed, he was lying face down on the floor. 

Police used a key from a neighbour to get 
into the property in Belgrave Street after a 
call from Mr Root’s estranged wife, Patricia. 

She raised the alarm when Mr Roots, a 
lighting engineer, did not turn up for a pre¬ 
arranged Christmas dinner with their three 
adult children at her home in Hoo. 

Sgt Peter Heaton told the inquest at 
County Hall in Maidstone last Wednesday 
that he discovered the bodies shortly after 
arriving at the house at 5.10pm. He found 
the grill of a gas cooker in the kitchen was 
still on and very hot, but with its door closed. 

Driving back to the police station he got a 
headache - a sign of carbon monoxide poisoning. 

Cliff Willard, a regional technical manager 
for British Gas, who helped investigate the 
incident, told the inquest the cooker had 
instructions on it for the grill door to be kept 
open while in use. He said the door might 
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have been accidentally shut following cook¬ 
ing or the grill might have been put on to 
heat the property. 

Coroner Roger Sykes recorded a verdict of 
accidental death. 

During the inquest it emerged that the 
deaths could have been avoided if a modifica¬ 
tion had been made to the door of the cooker. 

Karen Springford, of Kent County 
Council’s Trading Standards, said her 
department had been alerted after three 
similar incidents of carbon monoxide poison¬ 
ing from gas cookers. 

She said trading standards had been over¬ 
seeing changes to this type of gas cooker with 
a door seal to increase airflow. 

After the inquest Mrs Roots, who had been 
separated from her husband for five years, 
said: “It is too late for us, but hopefully this 
will stop it from happening to others.” 

Mr and Mrs Roots had three children 
together, David, 26, Katy, 20, and Vicky, 25, 
who has a three-year-old son, Cameron. 

Vicky, who lives in Chatham, described her 
dad as “funny, generous and a hard-worker.” 

She said: “He loved Cameron so much. 
Cameron keeps asking me when he can see 
granddad, but I tell him he can’t, because he 
is with the angels.”

The other also 
had dark hair and wore dark coat, trousers and shoes.

That’s made it a 
lot easier to get everybody involved. We’ve also 
had trips over to France and across Europe. 
We’re planning a camping trip to the Isle of 
Man TT this year.

I’ve never 
been in a difficult situation I wasn’t able to 
avoid with a bit of quick manoeuvring.

'Lusty'salute to Navy pioneers

THE flagship of the Royal Navy 
HMS Illustrious, steamed majesti¬ 
cally around the coast of Kent on 
its way to a royal reception. 

Setting out from Portsmouth, the 22,000- 
tonne aircraft carrier headed out into the 
English Channel and rounded Dungeness 
before sailing past Dover, around Thanet, past 
the Isle of Sheppey and under the bridge at 
Dartford before mooring off Greenwich. 

The cruise formed part of the celebrations 
marking 100 years of naval aviation - the 
service acquired its first airship in 1909. 

Guest of honour on board for a special dinner 
was Prince Andrew, the Duke of York, who was 
joined by defence secretary John Hutton. 

During the voyage the Navy’s head of avia¬ 
tion, Rear Admiral 
Simon Charlier, 

arrived on board at 
the controls of a 
Merlin helicopter. 

“I love flying,” he 
said. “And when you 
are an admiral, it’s 
easy to get the con¬ 
trols.” 

The officer, who 
attended Dover 
College where he cap¬ 
tained the sailing 
team, said: “This cen¬ 
tenary is a big celebra¬ 
tion. After two world 
wars and other con¬ 
flicts, we are looking to 

the future and I know our proud traditions 
will be maintained.” 

HMS Illustrious is the nation’s strike carri¬ 
er, with Harrier jets and helicopters flying 
from its deck. 

The ship is responsible for home defence and 
protecting air power abroad, having recently 
been deployed off both Iraq and Afghanistan. 

She is also a major factor in the UK’s 
response to international disasters, assisting 
humanitarian operations in Mozambique and 
evacuating civilians from danger zones.

The ship - known 
affectionately as ‘Lust/ 
by her crew - came into 
service in 1982 and is 
due to be retired in the 
next decade and 
replaced by two ‘super 
carriers’, the 63,000- 
tonne Queen Elizabeth 
II and Prince of Wales. 

“A lot of people don’t 
really know what ships 
do,” said Sub- 
Lieutenant Matthew Winwood, from 
Gillingham, who is training to be a mine clear¬ 
ance diver. 

“After all, they are usually out at sea. This is 
a chance for people to get a good look at us as 
we sail past the coast.” 

The captain of Illustrious is Ben Key, whose 
grandfather fought at the Battle of Jutland in 
the Great War. Capt Key, whose grandmother 
is from Canterbury, explained his role. 

“I have the best job in the Royal Navy,” he 
said. “My task is to take whatever I am asked 


to do by the Commander-in-Chief and achieve 
it. I have to ensure all the potential, talent and 
energy among my crew is pointing in the same 
direction to achieve the goal we aim for.” 

Before embarking on her voyage, Illustrious 


was moored next to the Navy’s newest war¬ 
ship, the Type 45 destroyer HMS Daring, the 
most advanced combat vessel in the world. 

She then sailed south past the Isle of Wight 
where a Harrier jet 
piloted by Lt Paul 
Francis touched down 
on deck. 

Sea King, Merlin 
and Lynx helicopters 
followed and were all 
on parade as the ship 
sailed through the 
Thames Barrier - 
with just a few feet of 
clearance each side - 
and arrived in London 
last Wednesday. For 
trainee officer Dan 
Howes, from Lydden, 
it was quite an experience. 

“It is really my first time at sea,” he said. 

“But I know what I want to do - fly Harriers. 
It must be an incredible buzz.” 

His friend and fellow trainee Dominic 
Savage, from Whitstable, said: “My father was 
in the Navy, as was my grandfather who 
fought in World War Two. I wanted to follow in 
their footsteps - and I’m glad I did.”

ICE cream has evolved consider¬ 
ably in recent years. 

The likes of Haagen-Dazs and Ben & 
Jerry’s have taken the humble dish and ele¬ 
vated it to a whole new level of quality and 
accessibility. 

Yet, as with so many things, just once in a 
while the mass-produced products find 
themselves eclipsed by something a little 
more, well, home 
grown. 

And it is from 
Kent that one par¬ 
ticular product has 
grown a reputation 
which seems to 
make it destined for 
national appeal. 

As such, it fits

Simply Ice Cream grew off the back of a 
successful catering business, an aspect of 
the overall package that proved such a hit 
with customers that they inundated caterer 
Sally Newall with demands for more. 

Her home made recipe was proving a taste 
sensation and it quickly became apparent it 
was worth pushing as a business in itself. 

The businesswoman started selling the ice 
cream through her local farmshop at 
Sellindge, near Ashford, in 2005. It started

an incredible chain reaction. Six months 
later five more shops starting selling it; then 
15 in 2007; and now it’s stocked in 65 loca¬ 
tions in and around Kent, landing a host of 
awards, and, more recently, securing a dis¬ 
tribution deal to be stocked in Kent outlets 


of the upmarket supermarket chain 
Waitrose. Just to enhance its proposition 
further, celebrity TV chef James Martin 
used the honeycomb variety on his BBC 
show Saturday Kitchen - and declared it 
the “best bought ice cream available”. 

What’s more, it uses as many locally pro¬ 
duced flavours and fruits as possible. 

Mrs Newall said: “We make it by hand. 
Traditionally, ice cream is made by 
skimmed milk powders and water and they 
can pump quite a lot of air in. So we’ve tried 
to make it like it used to be made. 

“We use double cream, milk and sugar and 
fresh fruit. They are as natural as possible. 
The fruit is all from Kent when we can get 
it, - so last year we did strawberry, cherry, 
blackcurrant - and we try to source things 
as locally as possible. 

“If we make it ourselves we know what 
goes into it. There are no additives or preser¬ 
vatives, which is at the heart of our ethos. 
We try to avoid that where possible.” 

Mrs Newall was brought up in Kent and 
apart from a five-year stay in Australia, has 
lived in the same area of the county. The 
Simply Ice Cream business in based in the 
village of Bonnington, near Ashford. 

“I am surprised at how it has taken off,” 
Mrs Newall said. “With all small business¬ 
es there are peaks and troughs and our 
business plan has always been to double our 
turnover year on year, which we have man¬ 
aged, but there are still some moments 
where I wonder what am I doing.” 

After clinching the Waitrose deal, talks are 
now under way aimed at taking the product 
across the UK, spearheaded by its hugely 
popular Honeycomb Crunch variety.

OFF the north-east tip of Scotland, 
Shetland raises hairs on the neck of 
any seasoned birdwatcher. 

These barren spits of land are hemmed in by 
the raging North Sea and left almost treeless 
by harsh Arctic winds. But during spring and 
autumn, birds rarely seen in mainland Britain 
can turn up on Shetland. 

Made up from some 100 islands, the Shetland 
archipelago stretches 70 miles towards the 
Arctic. It is quicker to fly from London to Milan 
than to Sumburgh, the islands’ tiny airport. 

The Scandinavian influence is profound, from 
the residents’ sing-song accents to the local

place names. Yell, Unst, Gutcher, Skaw and 
Noss sound more like the mating noises of 
amorous Vikings than islands or towns. 

The capital, Lerwick, serves the vital fish and 
oil industries that dominate Shetland life. 

In Lerwick’s harbour we spied one reason 
why Shetland is renowned as a wildlife para¬ 
dise. Bobbing alongside fishing boats was a pair 
of black guillemots - rare on the mainland but 
ten-a-penny on Shetland. 

The land is magically free of the noise that 
dominates the mainland, with the fluting calls 


of moorland birds and the mournful wailing of 
curlews creating a constant, tuneful backdrop. 

After sampling locally-caught fish at haunted 
Busta House Hotel we headed by boat for Unst 
at Shetland’s northern tip to Muckle Flugga - 
the UK’s most northerly lighthouse. 

The isolated rocky coast is a magnet for 
seabirds. Puffins whizzed past our tiny boat, 
while black guillemots, known locally as tysties, 
and razorbills clattered into the sea. 

Back on dry land, we walked to the edge of 
the sea-cliffs on the Hermaness nature reserve 


for a different perspective on Shetland’s 
nesting seabirds. 

The great skua is known to birders across 
the UK by its Shetland name - bonxie - the 
ASBO kid of the bird world. 

We tried to work out the safe distance to 
stand to watch a female on her nest. 

In seconds she turned a coal-black eye on 
us, screamed and launched off the ground. 
Suddenly the air was a rush of talons, feath¬ 
ers and the screams of terrified tourists. 

We retreated to the cliff-edge to watch the 
more friendly puffins feeding their young. 

“Ladies and gentlemen, killer whales!” 
said our guide, Brydon Thomason, drawing 
our attention to the vast, flat expanse of the 
North Sea beyond the cliff-edge. 

Looking through Brydon’s telescope, I 
could see about nine killer whales dipping 
and shying into the waves. 

The sight was electrifying - to witness 
huge predators in their element was extra¬ 
ordinary, typifying what a trip to Shetland 
is all about. 

We retreated to sample more local 
seafood, swilled down with Shetland beer 
from the Valhalla Brewery on Unst. 

Tourism on Shetland feels like an after¬ 
thought, with a lack of quality restaurants 
and accommodation, but the incredible nat¬ 
ural spectacle on offer makes this a world- 
class tourist destination in its own right.

Who's online checking 
the cost of your home? 

DESPITE tumbling house values, people 
across the UK are obsessed by the cost of 
real estate, according to a recent survey. 

And the ready availability of property 
news across the internet is one of the 
ways people fuel their obsession. 

Almost seven in 10 look at property 
online, even when they are not in the 
market to move house, the study found. 

The poll also revealed 12 per cent of 
homeowners confessed they used the 
internet to check the value of property 
belonging to friends and neighbours. 

On average, five per cent said they 
wanted to know what colleagues’ homes 
were worth, too. 

Those aged 25 to 34 were the most fix¬ 
ated on property prices, with eight in ten 
regularly looking at homes for sale even 
if they had no intention to buy. 

They were also the nosiest age group, 
with more than one in six (17 per cent) 
checking the price of friends’ homes and 
one in eight (13 per cent) investigating 
colleagues’ properties. 

In this age group, 63 per cent said they 
looked out of curiosity, while 29 per cent 
wanted to gauge a good time to move. 

The survey of 1,399 subjects by an 
independent research company found on 
average people spent 55 minutes per 
month looking online at property. 

The poll also found one in 10 logged on 
to see how their house was doing in 
investment terms. 

HCA initiative aims to 
get investors onboard 

THE Homes and Communities Agency 
(HCA) has set up a new initiative to 
encourage investors such as pension 
funds into the private rented sector. 

The Private Rented Sector Initiative 
(PRSI) aims to provide an opportunity 
for low-risk investment. 

It will target unsourced investors, such 
as overseas investors and pension funds, 
in a bid to “kick-start stalled schemes 
and lead to a significant increase in 
high-quality new homes for rent”. 

Sir Bob Kerslake, chief executive of the 
agency, said: “To date, achieving scale 
has been one of the main barriers to 
attracting institutional investors into 
the housing sector. 

“We believe there is an opportunity 
now for the HCA to work with develop¬ 
ers and housebuilders to offer a pipeline 
of projects for the PRSI, which could 
eventually result in a positive outcome 
for all stakeholders.” 



Homes more affordable 
for UK first-time buyers

HOME affordability for first-time 
buyers - known as FTBs - has 
improved “substantially” since 
2007, according to the Halifax 
review of the market. 

This takes into account the prospects of 
people who are looking to join the first rung of 
the housing ladder in the next month or so. 

The survey was released earlier this month 
and is seen as a key barometer of how the 
market is looking. 

It examined the average earnings and the 
average cost of first-time homes in areas, 
dividing them up by local authority. 

It found that the number of areas where the 
average price paid by an FTB was affordable 
increased to 21 per cent. 

This compared with just six per cent in the 
third quarter of 2007. 

Therefore the number of local authorities in 
the UK where housing was affordable to FTBs 
more than trebled in the last 18 months, with 
the house-price-to-eamings ratio now lower 
than it has been for six years, down 26 per cent 
since the summer of 2007. 

The proportion of disposable income used to 
pay for a mortgage also decreased, which the 
Halifax attributed to falling house prices 
teamed with low interest rates. 

Improvement 

Martin Ellis, housing economist at Halifax, 
said: “There has been a marked improvement 
in housing affordability for potential first-time 
buyers in many parts of the UK over the past 
18 months. 

“This trend continued in the first three 
months of 2009. The significant reductions in 
house prices, relative to average earnings, has 
resulted largely from the decline in house 
prices since the autumn of 2007. 

“As a result, housing is at its most affordable, 
on this key measure, for more than six years.” 

Despite the improvement in affordability, 
the number of FTBs is still at a very low level, 
according to the survey. 

And although things are set to get better, 
according to analysts who have studied the 
recent trends, this may not be for some time. 

Mr Ellis added: “Conditions in the housing 
market are likely to be tough during the rest of 
2009 despite improvements in affordability. 

“Increasing unemployment, low consumer 
confidence and the effects of the continuing 
dislocation of the financial markets on the 
availability of mortgage finance are all likely 
to exert downward pressure on the market. 

“House prices are expected to decline again 
in 2009. Prospective first-time buyers should 
factor the likelihood of further house price falls 
into their calculations when deciding whether 
ON THE UP: Falling house prices mean first-time buyers now have a good chance of getting on the property ladder or not to buy.”

Chevy's epic proportions 
hide some epic surprises 


CHEVY’S family car contender 
matches its name - the Epica has 
epic proportions and surprises in 
equal measure. 

At first glance it seems a ponderous and 
clumsily finished Tank Tank’, but closer 
inspection shows it is better than that and, 
like all Chevys for the UK, comes from Korea. 

The big surprise is handling. The Epica is 
some way from the classic big Yank ‘sedan’ 
that comers like a spongy bedstead. It can still 
deliver the comfort preferred by the US mar¬ 
ket, but makes a decent fist of country lanes 
even if it will never be a sportster. 

In any case, with list prices from just above 
£14,000 - and local dealers have new cars 
available for less than 11 - it is wrong to pitch 
the Chevy against the state-of-the-art Ford 
Mondeo or the Epica’s more upmarket General 
Motors’ stablemate, the Vauxhall Insignia. 

Instead, it should be judged and voted tops 
against other US and Korean rivals such as 
the Chrysler Sebring and Dodge Avenger and 
the Kia Magentis and Hyundai Sonata. 

Don’t bother with the six-cylinder 2.0-litre

petrol entry option though - most buyers go 
for the four-pot 2.0-litre diesel tested here. 

It is smooth with the low and mid-range 
punch needed for this big wagon and yet 
impressively economical, making the car a 
favourite with taxi operators and the caravan 
set, rather than image-conscious private buy¬ 
ers and company car executives. 

Cabin quality is better than small Chevys on 
the market and even quite luxurious, with a 
functional layout. Leather seats on our flag¬ 
ship LT model felt smart and comfortable with 
rear passengers getting acres of space and a 
sizeable armrest to lounge against. It is a bit 
like taking your sofa on the road and only 
seems to be lacking a drink cabinet. 

The seat backs also flop forward to allow 
long items to be carried, though the boot itself 
is immense 

In Chevy fashion, standard kit is generous: 
junior LS trim brings air con, cruise control, 
electric windows all round, alloys, leather cov¬ 
ered steering wheel, powered mirrors and an 
MP3 sound input. My main complaint was the 
slightly vague five-speed manual gearbox on 
the diesel test car - the six-speed auto ‘box 
could be the better buy.

OPEN-TOP motors are a good way to dispel the gloom of recession and prices have eased too as some hard-pressed buyers seek to 
liguidate rolling assets. That extends even to the growing breed of folding hardtop or 'coupe convertible' (CC) models that offer better 
looks and security. This week's used buys feature two of this type, but also check out the Mazda MX-5, available in classic ragtop or CC 
format and the car that did more than any other to make Britain a top market for convertibles - despite the weather. 



NOW into its third generation, the original MX-5 was inspired by classic 
British Triumph, MG and Lotus sports cars and given Japanese reliabili¬ 
ty. Sometimes criticised for a lack of outright power, the MX-5 is more 
famous for its beautifully balanced handling. Models hold their value 
well, although an influx of 'Eunos' used imports from Japan drove down 
prices for the Lotus-lookalike Mkl and the latest Mldll offers beefier 
looks and the most creature comforts, if you can stretch the budget. 


VAUXHALL surprised everybody with the success of the original Astra 
convertible and followed up with the brilliant Astra TwinTop - the name 
inspired by the electronic folding metal roof. Both four-seaters are good 
looking with roof up or down and the TwinTop is a particularly good 
achievement when so many of its coupe convertible rivals look ungainly 
or 'boot heavy'. As with many 'chopped' hatchback convertibles, there is 
some body flex on both models, but don't let this break a deal. 


MERCEDES pioneered new generation folding metal roof convertibles 
with the SLK in the 1990s, but Peugeot brought the type to the mass 
market with the big-selling and plentiful 206CC. Based on the French 
margue's 206 hatchback and biggest seller ever, the 206CC even had 
two seats in the back although it should never be considered anything 
more than a 2+2. While relatively affordable, there have also been 
reliability problems with the temperamental roof mechanism.

The golf course, near Maidstone, is due 
to host the Virgin Atlantic Classic 
EuroPro Tour golf tournament in 
August, attracting around 150 up-and- 
coming golfers from across Europe.

Could village plans bring 
Stones back into town?

MAIDSTONE United chairman 
Paul Bowden-Brown is looking into 
the possibility of building a sports 
village in a bid to bring the football 
club back to the county town. 

The Ryman Premier League club have been 
trying to relocate back to Maidstone since its 
reformation in 1992, with the Stones forced to 
groundshare at Sittingboume’s Bourne Park 
for the last seven years. 

At the moment, the club are hoping to raise 
£750,000 to complete their new stadium at 
James Whatman Way after a grant bid to the 
Football Foundation failed last year. 

The chairman’s latest venture to move the 
club to Maidstone is to look into the possibili¬ 
ty of following Ashford Town’s plans to build a 
sports village. The Ryman South club are hop¬ 
ing to incorporate a fitness centre, tennis cen¬ 
tre and a budget hotel into their Homelands 
Stadium to help make the club sustainable. 

Bowden-Brown told Yourmaidstone: “It is an 
option I am looking at. In these times it is very 
difficult for football clubs to survive with gates 
down and the current economic climate. 
Football clubs need other revenue streams and 
this is why I am looking at perhaps building a 
sports village. 

“It is just an idea I am looking at at the 


moment, that is all. It would mean we may 
have to move away from James Whatman 
Way. We all know how difficult it is to find sites 
in the Maidstone area so it may not be viable.” 

Rumours linking the club with a possible 
groundshare with Ryman South side Ashford 
Town next season have been dispelled by the 
Stones’ chairman. 

With the agreement to play their home 
games at Sittingboume ending last season, 
Bowden-Brown is hoping to extend the 


arrangement for the next campaign. 

He said: “People have been saying we are 
looking at sharing with Ashford Town, but it is 
all speculation. I have been in contact with 
Ashford chairman Don Crosbie, but it was only 
to talk about his sports village plans. 

“I will be meeting with Sittingboume chair¬ 
man Andy Spice this week and hopefully we 
will come to an arrangement to keep the club 
playing at Bourne Park.”
